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More scientific judgment urged 



The National Cattlemen's 
Assn, has urged govern¬ 
ment administrators to start 
using more scientific judg¬ 
ment ami common sense in 
their regulation of feed ad¬ 
ditives. 

The comments on regula¬ 
tory approach were part of 
testimony lie fore (he* agri¬ 
cultural research subcom¬ 
mittee of tho Senate Agri¬ 
culture Committee). Pre¬ 
senting the Nt'A viewpoint 
was Dr. M. P. (Jack} Reeve, 
a graduate veterinarian who 
operates a farm and cattle 
feed lot at Garden City, 
Kan., and is u former 
regional vice president of 
the American National 
Cattlemen's Assn. 

Reeve's testimony dealt 
mostly with the Food and 
Drug Administration's pro¬ 
posed restrictions of anti¬ 
biotics in livestock feeds. 
He emphasized that the 
FDA proposal is, hy the 
commissioner's own admis¬ 
sion. hast'd mi theoretical 
Mpuciilntion. Tho commis¬ 
sioner bus acknowledged 
that time is no evidence 
that feeding nntihicticH for 
the past 25 years has nut sod 
any antibiotic re si.stance 
problems in humans. 

11 Unnecessary restric¬ 
tions on untihintics put 
unnecessary economic bur¬ 
dens on producers and ul¬ 
timately on the public,” 
Reeve said. “Thu .supply of 
niiimii] protein will he re¬ 
duced, and its cost to the 
public will he increased. 
More disease is likely to re¬ 
sult in livestock mid poultry. 
All of this will happen with 
no evidence of any compen¬ 
sating benefit to the public. 
(Cost savings in livestock 
production from antibiotic 


us© have been estimated by 
FDA at $2 billion annually.) 

"The Canadian govern¬ 
ment has also studied this 
issue and has concluded 
that The lack of even a gross 
meamiro of the potential 
risk resulting from tho use 
of antibiotics in animal feed 
Jogs not appear to justify a 
ban in Canada.’ ” 

Reeve also rited a Gov¬ 
ernment Accounting Office 
report which said there was 
a ‘ "lack of data showing any¬ 
thing but theoretical evi¬ 
dence of hazards of tetracy¬ 
clines.” 

Reeve reminded tho 
Senators thul regulatory de¬ 
cisions based on theoretical 
speculation violate statu¬ 
tory criteria. Tho law 
requires FDA to use factual 
data in writing and enforc¬ 
ing regulations. The agency 
is not to base decisions on 
theoretical results. 

"The question of safely 
has boon a continuing 
issue." Reeve raid. "Wlmt 
other debates couldn't do, 
the ‘mcrltnriii issue did 
do—it spotlighted a number 
of important issues that 
require the American peo¬ 
ple to make sumo decisions. 

“One such decision is 
about as basic as you can 
get: Hnw much safely doth© 
Amur lain people want... 
and at what price? It is 
impossible to guarantee 
tlmt there* is no risk whatso¬ 
ever Iron* the consumption 
of food, and still produce 
that food in adequate quan¬ 
tities nl reasonable prices. 
We have to usu some scien¬ 
tific judgment. It is 
unrealistic to do othorwisc. I 
mil sure that most people 
would agree with this view¬ 
point if it wore adequately 


Australia urges Japan 
to enlarge beef quotas 


Australia has urged 
Japan to enlarge its beef 
import quotas on a long¬ 
term basis. 

During the Tokyo round 
of their regular monthly 
talks, Australia asked Jap¬ 
anese Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry officials to in¬ 
crease their export quotas 
annually in addition to the 
fixed minimum volume 
currently Imported on a 
long-term basts. 

The Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry officials, however, 
said it is unfeasible for 
Japan to meet ihe Austra¬ 
lian demand because of 
slow domestic consumption 
and increased beef produc¬ 
tion. 


On Australia’s export 
quotas for the latter half of 
this year, the ministry 
officials told Australian 
representatives that no 
large increase is likely. 

Japan imported some 
36,000 tons of beef from 
Australia during the first 
half of this year. Us 
consumption rose some 0% 
over the previous year while 
domestic production in¬ 
creased some 23%. 

The Australian beef 
quota for the April- 
September 1977 period is 
36,000 tons for general 
imports and 5000 tons under 
tho program of boiled beef 
for the Japanese school 
lunch program.

"As It is now, agriculture 
and agricultural Bupply in¬ 
dustries spend a needlessly 
large amount of time and 
money just defending the 
valuable technology which 
has been developed. 

“Do we quit building 
streets and highways be¬ 
cause someone might get 
lulled while walking across a 
thoroughfare? In virtually 
all that we do, including 
involuntary as well as 
voluntary acts, there are at 
least some risks. However, 
except for food production, 
we seem to accept the con¬ 
cept of weighing benefits 
and risks. Somehow, we 
have to decide how much 
safety we wunt in our fond 
production. At the same 


time, we must determine 
how plentiful our food sup¬ 
ply should be and how much 
it should cost. These things 
have to be weighed to¬ 
gether. 

"I say it's time to start 
using scientific judgment 
and common sense and gel 
on with the job of producing 
wholesome, nutritious 
food." 

Discontinuing certain 
uses of tetracycline antibio¬ 
tics would depend on the 
availability of safe and 
effective substitutes, Reeve 
noted. However, FDA 
acknowledges that safety 
questions have been raised 
about every alternative 
antibiotic on a list prepared 
by FDA's National Advisory 
Food and Drug Committee. 


"Next, just hnw effective 
are tin • approved suhsli- 
tutos?''Reeve asked. 
‘‘There have not been 
enough questions answered 
about the substitutes. We 
contend the commissioner 
has the charge and the obli¬ 
gation to provide the cattle 
industry with such answers 
before the FDA casually 
removes current reliable, 
effective production tools." 

NO A also noted thnt three 
major studies of nnlibiotirs 
are now being conduc¬ 
ted—by the Office of 
Technology Assessment, 
USD A and the Council for 
Agricultural Science and 
Technology. Reeve said 
FDA would he premature in 
making nny decisions until 
these studies were comple¬ 


ted and analyzed.

Bergland, Katz say meat import law needs changing 


Set-aside acres must 
have “approved 
cover" to qualify. Key: 
Fallow acros would not 
comply. Under repeat¬ 
ed questioning, U.S. 
Ag Secretary Bob 
Bergland has told 
Western Livestock 
Journal “graze-out of 
the sot-aside acres will 
not be nllowed except 
in emergency situa¬ 
tions.” 


One segment of tho live¬ 
stock industry suggest j it is 
s terrible economic waste 
not to turn vegetable pro¬ 
tein into animal proteins 
which are needed in ninny 
ports of thu world. Other in¬ 
dustry groups, particularly 
feeders, point to what they 
consider economic justifica¬ 
tion of tho provision. They 
say it would be unfair for 
them to have to meet com¬ 
petition from this- 1 ‘govern¬ 
ment-subsidized feeding, 
then have to buy grain lo 
feed their cattle and yet pay 
twee on their profits.’’ 

Cow-calf men nrgue 
they normally use 
wheal paaluro in the 
fall and Bpring as pari 
of their operation. They 
boliovo the market 
must he allowed to 
work freely in livestock 
production and wunt in 
keep farm bill restric¬

In interviews with a group 
of farm editors in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., assistant U.S. 
secretary of state Julius 
Katz and Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Bob Bergland, said 
they personally believe the 
present U.S. meat import 
law needs changes, but 
neither are aware of any 
move within the Carter 
administration to moke 
changes. 

Katz, who has long-time 
involvement with annual 
negotiations of voluntary 
restraint agreements with 
meat exporting countries, 
called the present formula 
for determining the level of 
imports into tho U.S. 
“perverse" and said the 
9ystem "hasn’t been a very 
easy program to live with." 

Both Katz and Bergland 
said they see merit in an 
import law system which 
would reduce imports when 
domestic production rises 
instead of the current 
system which nllows more 


imports when U.S. supplies 
increase. 

Asked about the econom¬ 
ic impact of meat imports on 
the cattle industry, Katz 


said there has been moru of 
an adverse impact in the 
past year than before but 
overall imports account for 
only a very small part of 


total U.S. supplies. The 
effect of imports is more 
psychological than econom¬ 
ic. although U.S. cattlemen 
wouldn’t agree with that 


assessment, he said. 

Bergland said USDA is 
studying the meat import 
laws and alternatives to the 
prosent system.

Independent meat pack¬ 
ers in the west continue to 
face a bleak future, due to 
escalating costs and com¬ 
petition from larger opera¬ 
tions. And the Wells and 
Davies, Inc., plant in 
Payette, Idaho, is no 
exception. 

The plant shut down in 
June, laying off 115 workers 
and halting the demand for 
the 300 fat cattle a day it 
could kill. And except for 


several other large packers 
in the Boise area, the plant 
shutdown would have 
caused problems for the 
feedlots in the Payette- 
Ontario area. 

But, baring moderniza¬ 
tion, the Wells and Davies 
plant will not soon reopen or 
bo competitive. The inde¬ 
pendent packer had been 
running in the red for some 
time, and large unpaid bills 
eventually caused the cur- 
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Fat market 
opportunity 
seen in Toyko 

A developing fat entile 
innrkut in the Pacific 
Northwest may offer feeders 
another murkoting oppor¬ 
tunity. Late in August, 
Howard Kent, Caldwell, 
Idaho, shipped fifi head (o 
Tokyo. 

This fud cattle export 
market has been sporadic in 
the post, but usually returns 
good profits for the western 
individuals involved. In 
Kent's case, he sold what 
were overweight cattle (by 
U.S. standards) for 6 cents 
lb. over the current market 
at that time, 42 cents. The 
Japanese buyer required 
the feeders to stay on feed 
for an additional 5-6 weeks 
after normal finishing time, 
and they weighed in close to 
1300 lb. 

This export market de¬ 
mands a different product 
than U.S. feeders are used 
to, but Kent’s ability to 
select large framed and 
late maturing catle to meet 
the needs proves it can be 
done. This shipment went 
by air out of the Moses 
Lake, Wash.. export facility. 
Also the cattle had to be 
brucellosis and blue tongue 
tested 30 days prior to 
shipment.

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Gov’t agriculture square off; 
160-acre limitation is target

The battle lines are 
shaping up for another 
government versus agri¬ 
culture battle—this time 
over the 160 -acre Bureau of 
Redamtttion limit on land 
receiving project water. 

Last week in Fresno, 
bitterness was in the air, as 

representatives of Cali¬ 
fornia agriculture, BOR. 
National Land for People, 
and other involved people 
told members of the 
California Senate how the 
limitation would affect 
them. This meeting came on 
the heels of disclosure that 
assistant secretary of agri¬ 
culture and Imperial Valley 
fanner Robert Meyer was 
taking the limitation prob¬ 
lem directly to the White 
House.

New regulations and 
uolicy statements to Insure 
[hat persons receive pay¬ 
ment for livestock they-sell 
on a cash basis have been 
adopted and will become 
effective Nov. 1, reports the 
0.8. Department of Agri¬ 
culture. 

The new regulations 
Clarify amendments to the 
Packers and Stockyards 
IP&S) Act that became 
effective Sept. 13, 1976. 
Those amendments require 
that payment for livestock 
purchased on a cash basis 
must be made by the close 
of the next business day. 
They also require that 

livestock, inventories, sales 
proceeds, and proceeds 
receivable of packers to be 
held in trust to insure 
payment for livestock pur¬ 
chased on a cash basis. 

OSDA officials empha¬ 
sized that the new regula¬ 
tions are designed only to 
regulate the buying prac¬ 
tices of packers, market 
agencies and dealers. The

rules will not affect livestock 
purchases by producers or 
feeders, unless they also 
operate as a packer, market 
agency or dealer. 

The regulations make 
distinction between live¬ 
stock purchased for slaugh¬ 
ter and livestock purchased 
for other purposes, such os 
stocker or feeder use. 

A new prompt payment 
regulation for livestock 
purchased by a packer, 
market agency or dealer 
requires that: 

• When payment is made 
with a draft, the buyer muBt 
obtain a written agreement 
beforehand with the seller. 

• Checks may not be 
mailed in payment for 
slaughter livestock unless 
the seller is not present at 
the point of transfer of 
possession to receive pay¬ 
ment in person, or unless 
the seller agrees before¬ 
hand in writing. Payment 
may be made by mailing of a 
check for livestock pur¬ 
chased for other than

a written agreement; 

• Any agreement for the 
mailing of checks must be 
retained for two years; 

• No intimidation, dicta¬ 
tion of terms or threats may 
be used to influence terms 
of payment; and 

• Any mailed checks 
must be in the mail so they 
can be collected by the close 
of the next business day 
following purpose and 
transfer of possession of the 
livestock. Payment for 
livestock purchased on a 
carcass or grade and weigh 
basis must be made by the 
dose of the next business 
day after the purchase price 
is determined. 

The policy statement 
clarifies that sellers of 
livestock purchased for 
slaughter may agree to the 
mailing of a check within the 
one-business-day time limit 
without this being consid¬ 
ered an extension of credit. 
A suggested sample form is 
included. 

The new trust provision 
regulation provides that 
packers or their agents may 
not purchase livestock on 
credit unless: 

• The seller signs a 


statement prior to the 
transaction acknowledging 
that he knows he is waiving 
his rights under the trust 
provision; and 

• The seller receives a 
copy of the statement and 
this is retained in the 


packer's records for two 
years. A copy of the 
required form is included In 
the regulations.

FDA asked to delay move 
against feed antibiotics 


U.S. Congressman 
Charles Rose (D-N.C.) has 
asked the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) to 
delay implementing o FDA 
proposal that would ban the 
sub-therapeutic use of 
penicillin and tetracyclines 
in animal feed, unless 
prescribed by a veteri¬ 
narian. 

Rose, who also serves as 
chairman nf the House 
ngriciilLure subcommittee 
on cluiry and poultry, urged 
FDA to delay implementa¬ 
tion of its pro|x>snl until all 
the evidence is in on 
whether or not th>* use of 
sub-thernpeutic levels nf 
antibiotics in nnimnl feeds 
is harmful to human health. 

At the time FDA 


announced its proposal 
concerning antibiotics in 
animal feed, FDA said that 
continuous long-torm use of 
small amounts of penicillin 
In animal feeds presents a 
risk that bactoria in animals 
gradually will develop 
resistance to the antiobiotic 
and that resistance might bo 
transmitted to humuns in 
some coses. 

Rose challenged thut 
thesis, maintaining there is 
no evidence to that effect 
and that FDA commissioner 
Dnnnld Kennedy even 
admitted in hearings liofurc 
It use's subcommittee that 
FDA has no such evidence 
and that such an occurence 
is only a theoretical 
possibility. 
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on credit and will require 
the packer to obtain a credit 
acknowledgement from the 
seller. 

The policy statement 
outlines steps that a cash 
seller of Livestock may take 
to preserve his rights under 
the trust provision if he falls 
to receive payment. Under 
this trust provision, a cash 
seller will lose his rights to 
the trust if he does not give 
written notice to the packer 
and file a copy with USDA 
within 16 business days 
after he receives notice that 
a check has not been 
honored.

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Nationwide attendance sparks third Meat Club meeting

Nationwide interest set 
the mood for the moat 
recent installment of the 
Mountain & Plains Meat 
Club got-togothor, Sept. 26 
in Denver. 

Guest speaker was Theo¬ 
dore D. Brown, president of 
the First National Bank of 
Denver, but the added 
interest was a visit by 
members of the Public 
Lands Council, also meeting 
in Denver, who wanted to 


hear more about Brown’s 
subject—Financing Agri¬ 
culture in Troubled Times. 

Quests at the club's third 
meeting came from Cali¬ 
fornia, Nevada, Idaho, 
South Dakota, New Mexico, 
Wyoming and all over 
Colorado. They were pack¬ 
ers, feeders, bankers, 
market analysts, cattlemen, 
wool growers and members 
of the press. 

Brown stated facts, asked 
questions and gave project¬ 
ions. The problems—high

costs and continuing infla¬ 
tion; lower current prices 
for crops and livestock; no 
real control of the market, 
and shrinking equity in 
farms and ranches with a 
rapidly increasing debt 
load. 

"Between 1960 and 1976 
value of farm assets per 
farm in theU.S. rose 787%. 
For that same period 
non-real estate debt was 
slightly less than annual net 
farm Income —in 1976 it was 
3.14 times income, ’' Brown 
stated. 


Brown said the questions 
to ask include: "Do the 
problems outweigh the 
advantages in the eyes of 
agriculture leaders? Will 
there be enough credit 
available for agriculture? 
Who will get this available 
credit? and. Will lending 
terms and conditions 
change?" 

Brown said that there is 
no indication that banks 
want out of agriculture 
lending, but that they do 
indicate an awareness of 
increased risks due to 
problems of prices, increas¬ 
ing debt and increasing 
costs. 

“In the plains and 
western states ban demand 
exceeds available funds in 
many banks, and that boils 
down to the questions of 
who gets the available 
credit and under what 
terms," Brown said. 

‘ 1 Management will be the 
key, and good management 
will carry a premium when it 
comes down to who will get 
the available money, but 
what will be the conditions? 

* * Part of the problem with 
the increased debt structure 
is the tendency to mix short 
and long term. Too many 
fixed assets are financed on 


short term loans and this 
creates problems for lend¬ 
ers. As producers tend to 
store crops for more than 
one year nr hold livestock 
for extended periods, re¬ 
payment to banks becomes 
a term loan, decreasing that 
bank's liquidity and ability 
to perform its function the 
following year. Therefore, 
conditions of borrowing 
may have to include some 
firm agreement on market¬ 
ing, and in some cases, term 
debt will have to be financed 
with real estate loans. And 
borrowers are reluctant to 
do that." 

Brown said loans will be 
based on the borrower's 
ability to show good 
records, a good manage¬ 
ment record, ability to repay

Aeccordingto USDA, this 
fall's prices will reflect the 
continued large meat sup¬ 
ply, with retail pork prices 
declining modestly during 
Oclober-December after 
this summer's 10% in¬ 
crease over the previous 
quarter. Prices still may 
hold 6-8% above the 
relatively low fall quarter 
1976 average. 

This will be the first year 
to yeor increase in retail 
pork prices since spring 
1976, Slaughter hog prices 
are forecast to average 
336-38 per cwt., 36-8 less 
than the third-quarter 


average. 

According to the USDA, 
little change in choice beef 
prices from this summer is 
expected. 

Through mid-1978 con¬ 
sumption of red meat and 
broilers is expected to be 
higher than both the 
year-earlier level and the 
seasonally large 1977 sec¬ 
ond half total. First-half 
1978 pork production may 
be some 10% above a year 
earlier. 

Hog slaughter during the 
last quarter of 1977 may be 
down 2-3%, and that there 
may be only a 7-8% increase 
in slaughter this winter. If 
farrowing Intentions for 
the fall quarter are realized, 
USDA said the increase in 
April-June 1978 slaughter 
will be more than 10%. 

If placements during 
September are near the 
large year-earlier level, the 
July-September total of 
cattle on feed for 23 states 
could be up 10-12%. With 


marketings this summer buildup is expected to 
within 1-2% of last year, the continue into 1978. 

Oct. 1 inventory of cattle on This fall's fed cattle 
feed may be up 3-5%. marketings may be some 
USDA said this inventory 5% more than a year ago. 

Depressed grain prices could 
affect farm equipment industry 


Lower farm equipment 
sales is one way farm equip¬ 
ment industry leaders feel 
weak gram prices might 
affect their industry in 1978. 

This outlook statement 
was released at the 84th an¬ 
nual convention of the Farm 
and Industrial Equipment 
Institute held recently in 
Hot Springs, Va. 

According to Deere and 
Co, chairman William A. 
Hewitt, "Even though total 
farm cash receipts in the 
U.S. ore likely to increase 
another 3% in 1978, the low 
prices for important crops 
such as wheat and com are 
exerting cost price pres¬ 
sures on many farmers." 


Hewitt said the industry 
is going to be even more 
competitive than at any time 
since the early 1970s. 
Performance of individual 
companies will be more 
dependent than ever on 
their ability to market in this 
competitive climate, he 
added. 

President of International 
Harvester's agriculture 
equipment group Ben H. 
Warren said despite the 
need for farm equipment 
from the dairy, livestock 
and cotton areas ' ‘we antici¬ 
pate increased competition 
in our industry for farm 
equipment sales in the 
coming year."

Also, com and 
grain sorghum are among 
new crops that will be 
covered under the program 
for the 1979 crop year, 
announced the USDA. 

Last year, crop insurance 
was available in 1467 U.S. 
counties on 23 crops for a 
total liability of nearly 82 
billion.

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Cow herd size continues to decline 


The notion’s cow herd 
continues to drop back to a 
level which eventually will 
put beef supplies in better 
balance with demand. 

This was noted by the 
National Cattlemen's Assn, 
in one of its periodic reports 
on cow slaughter and cow 
herd size. 

NCA said cow slaughter 
during the first three 
quarters of 1977 has been 
estimated at 7,066,000 
head—down 8% from a 
year earlier. The estimate- 
based on U.S. Department 
of Agriculture reports plus 
their own data—was made 
by economists with Cattle- 
Fax, the market analysis 
sendee sponsored by NCA. 

The figures indicate that, 
while cow hord liquidation 
has been slowing, total 1077 
cow slaughter still will be 
relatively large, and the 
cow herd will show another 
substantial yearly decline as 
of Jun. 1, 1978, said NCA 
president Richard A. Mc- 
Dougal. 

Cattle-Fax now ostimotes 
that the cow herd by the end 
of this year will total no 
more than about 60.6 to 61.0 
million head—down 112 
from the peak of 66.7 million 
on Jan. 1,1975. The total on 
Jan. 1, 1977, was 52.4 
million. 

Continued adverse eco¬ 
nomics, drouth in some 
regions, high roughage 
costs and cow prices 
significantly higher than a 
year ago have contributed to 
relatively large cow slaugh¬ 
ter. 

August cow slaughter 
totaled 840,000 head, only 
slightly below the level of a 
year earlier. Cow slaughter 
in September (a shorter kill 
month than August! was 
estimated by Cattle-Fax nt 
775,000 head, down 18% 
from a year earlier. (The 
September total last year 
was not only cyclically large 
but also abnormally large 
for the month.) 

Cattle-Fax analysts said 
cow slaughter during the 


first 9 months of 1977 was 
about as previously expect¬ 
ed, and it looks as though 
their previous forecasts of a 
9.5 million total for the year 
will be confirmed. 

“Total non-fed slaughter 
in August, including steers 
and heifers, actually was 
larger than a year earlier," 
the analysts pointed out. 
"This can be partially 
explained by earlier than 
normal fall movement of 
cattle in some areas, 
principally the Southeast. 
This should tend to spread 
cow slaughter and total 
slaughter more evenly 
through the fall, and 
October and November may 
see less than the normal 
seasonal bulge in market¬ 
ings—all of which could 
lend some stability to the 
market." 

Weather as well as 
economics will be affecting 
cow slaughter in the months 
and year ahead, but it 
appears that 197B cow 
slaughter could drop back to 
around 7.6 million head. If 
this happens, the cyclical 
cow liquidation will be 
ending, and the herd may 
level off during the year. 
However, the results of that 
leveling, in terms of 
markets, will not be folly 
felt for another two years, 
since beef supplies in a 
given year generally reflect 
calf crop size one to two 
years earlier. 

Meanwhile, today's beef 
supplies, and prices, are a 
reflection of large calf crops 
one and two years ago, plus 
cyclically large non-fed 
slaughter. 

Depending on demand as 
well as supply (and 
production cost) factors, it 
has generally been assumed 
that a cow herd of around 60 
million head would result in 
subsequent par capita beef 
supplies which would bring 
fed cattle and feeder cattle 
prices considerably more 
adequate than the disas¬ 
trous levels received most of 
the time during the past 
four years, analysts said.

Therefore, in the mid 
1980s we'll be right back 
where we have been.

Fax man said we are 
working out of the low point.

cows. MoisLure difficulties 
are diminishing. Improved 
feeder prices are creating 
banker confidence. Feeder 
cattle supplies are declining 
and will continue to do so 
past the point at which the 
cow herd reduction is 
reversed. The producer 
position will improve. 

Reierson reasoned that 
not all segments of the beef 
industry will be profitable 
until per capita supply is 
down to 110-116 lb. 

Grimes reiterated that 
cattle numbers peak at 
10-year intervals. Except¬ 
ing in 1934, the last five 
peaks have struck in mid 
decades, 1945, 1965, 1966, 
1976. 

This marketing specialist 
explained that one model he 
has developed predicts 
cattle slaughter next year at 
43.6 million. 40.5 for 1979, 
down from an estimated 
47.3 this year. Prices 
indicated for the remainder 
of this year on feeder steers 
at Omaha in the low $40, the 
mid and upper $40 for 1978. 

Cattle feeders, he de¬ 


clared, "are in better 
position with lower grain 
prices. Prospects are better. 
Prices will modestly in¬ 
crease." 

It was Lewis who said, 
“the cow-calf man is likely 
to be in the driver’s seat." 
And, "we see a ray of 
hope.” 

Cheap grain is bringing 
numerous midwestern 
farmers back into the 
market for calves and 
yearlings and is a strong 
force in strengthening that 
market, it was pointed out. 

Both speakers and asso¬ 
ciation leaders emphasized 
that psychology plays a 


strong part in establishing 
cattle prices, and that often 
factors not directly con¬ 
cerned with production or 
consumption influence the 
markot. Bankers and the 
futures market wore named 
ns two. 

To counter adverse psy¬ 
chology, producers were 
advised to keep abreast of 
such industry influencing 
factors as grnin supplies 
and demand, competitive 
meats, governmental ac¬ 
tions and consumer de¬ 
mands, plus keeping ac¬ 
curate records of production 
coslB. ‘' More skill in 

marketing is needed," said 
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Lewis, who warned of 
slaughter steer and heifer 
price problems for next 
May, June and possibly 
July, but otherwise an 
improved slulighter market. 

In summation, il was 
pointed out that the 
industry hns gone through n 
"survival of the filtcHt" 
shakedown. Stronger oper¬ 
ators have survived. Less 
productive cattle have been 
liquidated. The current 
national herd is the highest 
quality and most productive 
ever, ready for producers to 
capitalize on the turn¬ 
around which is in the 
offing.
